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INTRODUCTION 

The Brooklyn Museum is especially interested in spreading 
the taste for water color painting. In the contemplation of the 
Museum, this is an art, not only replete with charm and with 
many practical features that should make for popularity, but it 
is worthy of the most serious study of discriminating art lovers. 
There is an impression that this branch of painting is without the 
dignity and importance of oils; that it is suitable only to the 
amateur with casual training, and that it involves no special 
difficulties for him. This is far from the truth. An art honored by 
the life long practice of Winslow Homer, not to cite many other 
distinguished painters, is not a minor art, nor inferior in its 
requirements to that of any other department of the fine arts. 
There are in fact many excellent painters in oil, but to be suc¬ 
cessful in water color painting in its highest sense takes genius. 
It must be remembered that water color is a free flowing liquid and 
every stroke of the brush, accidental or intentional, remains on the 
drawing paper. The colors cannot be readily expunged or 
changed without injury to the picture. The artist must from the 
outset exercise the utmost vigilance. It is essentially the first 
stroke that counts. For this reason a true transparent water 











color painting is apt to convey in a singularly lucid manner 
the inspired impulse of the painter, and in consequence one feels 
closer to his thought than in the often labored and elaborated 
canvases of the painter in oils. 

Water color is especially adapted to the American artist. 
There is something in the joyous freedom of handling and 
brilliancy of effect possible in this medium that corresponds to 
the nature conditions by which the artist is typically surrounded, 
the sparkle of the somewhat thin atmosphere, the preponderance 
of sunlight, the vivid coloration and high visibility, and perhaps 
the absence of that vague atmospheric "mystery” found every¬ 
where also, except in the tropics. The possibilities in the 
employment of these elements have been shown by what has 
already been achieved, and great things may be looked forward 
to in the future. For this reason the Brooklyn Museum has by 
its exhibitions laid stress on the importance of water color. 

The first exhibition of this class was held in November, 
1921. It was arranged for a small number of artists to show 
several of their works in groups rather than many to be rep¬ 
resented by one or two examples. It was felt that by this 
device the artist’s style and range of expression might be made 
more evident than in the average display. It permitted the artist 
also to show in series the fruit of his several studies of a subject 
that especially interested him. The result was a more harmoni¬ 
ous and pleasing arrangement than usual. It was in fact a com¬ 
bination of "one man shows” although on a necessarily limited 
scale. 

The same plan has been pursued in the current exhibition. 
A number of artists, limited only by the exhibition space, have 
been invited to show their works in groups, and preference has 
been given those lesser known without detracting, it is believed, 








from the merit and interest of the occasion. A progressive 
group of Brooklyn painters is represented, and there are other 
features which differentiate the display from the former one. 
Pastels have been included and some color prints. There 
are original drawings by American and English artists, 
among which will be found an important collection of the 
works of Aubrey Beardsley and his contemporaries of that re¬ 
markable decade in the graphic arts in England, the "Eighteen 
Nineties”. Many of Beardsley’s drawings were made for the 
famous Yellow Book which flourished during that period. In 
the galleries will be found also a number of bronzes by Rodin 
and other sculptors, not seen before in New York, and a group 
of seven examples of the work of Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
recently acquired by the Museum.

AUBREY BEARDSLEY 

BORN 1872, DIED 1898 
By Joseph Pennell 

The following is an extract from my article on Aubrey 
Beardsley in The Studio, No. 1, April, 1893: 

"I have lately seen a few drawings which seem to me to be 
very remarkable. The very limited number which the artist is 
said to have produced makes their perfection of execution all 
the more remarkable. I am quite well aware that the mere fact 
of publicly admitting one’s interest in the work of a new man, 
whose first design may be a delight to artists, is not considered 
to be good form in criticism. But why should one care about 
good or bad form—or criticism, either, for that matter? For 
the criticism of art to-day is merely the individual expression of 
persons who mostly know nothing about their subject. 

"But whether Mr. Beardsley’s work is appreciated or de¬ 
spised—and my only fear is that he will suffer from over ap¬ 
preciation and enthusiasm—the drawings show decisively the 
presence among us of an artist, of an artist whose work is quite 
as remarkable in its execution as in its invention; a very rare 
combination. It is most interesting to note, too, that though 
Mr. Beardsley has drawn his motives from every age, and found¬ 
ed his styles—though it is impossible to say what his style may 








be_on all schools, he has not been'carried back into the 

fifteenth century or succumbed to the limitations of Japan; he has 
recognized that he is living in the last decade of the nineteenth 
century, and he has availed himself of mechanical reproduction 
for the publication of his drawings, which the Japs would have 
accepted with delight had they but known of it. 

"Although in all of Mr. Beardsley’s drawings which I have 
so far seen there are signs of other men’s influence, I know no 
reason why this influence should not be apparent if the inventor 
of what we may consider the type is a worthy one to imitate. 
However, to say that Burne Jones, or even his far greater master 
Rossetti, invented what is vulgarly known as the Rossetti type, is 
absurd. They did not invent it; they have only recorded a type 
which is very common in this country, emphasizing certain 
characteristics which no one had ever so emphasized before. 
Mr. Beardsley, in illustrating the ' Morte d’Arthur,’ wished an 
appropriate type; he has taken the one which appealed to him 
most and he was perfectly justified in doing so. The little head- 
pieces, notably one of men in armour, seem to me, in execution 
as well as design, quite equal to the best fifteenth century work. 
Then, too, his little landscapes are altogether delightful; though 
they are conventional in the right sense, they are not imitations. 
But most interesting of all is his use of the single line, with 
which he weaves his drawings into an harmonious whole, joining 
extremes and reconciling what might be oppositions leading, 
but not forcing, you properly to regard the concentration of his 
motive. In his blacks, too, he has obtained a singularly interesting 
quality, and always disposes them so as to make a very perfect 
arabesque. Certainly with the comparatively small amount of 
work which Mr. Beardsley has produced, he has managed to ap¬ 
peal to artists—and what more could he wish?”

POSTSCRIPT 
April, 1919 

I wrote The Studio article on the faith of the drawings and 
prints that I was shown—because I knew they were the work of 

a man—a boy—who had done something to carry on tradition_ 

but I did not know if he would do anything more. And I did 
know that often such an article is a refuge, a safe harbor for one 
who can only repeat what he has done, and never tries after to 
go on. So I hedged. But Beardsley was not of that sort—he 
went on. 

He and Henry Harland started The Yellow Book. I did 
not believe it would succeed, but it did, and in it Beardsley came 
into his own. Then, or maybe it was before, he illustrated 
Salome —and then came the Rape of the Lock —which proved 

him—as Whistler said—and the world acknowledged_"a great 

artist” and won him fame. Then came the Volpone, and before 
it was finished came death, but he has builded himself an endur¬ 
ing monument. And two boys whom the gods loved died young 
John Keats and Aubrey Beardsley. They died, and from the 
same cause, but their names and their works live—they are 
amongst the glorified in English art and letters. Beardsley built 
better than I knew, but he knew better than I, and it is good to 
know now that one had a part in those wonderful days in that 
wonderful world—which is gone but never will be forgotten.
